The following remarks are submitted in response to the non-Final Office Action 
dated December 1 1 , 2002. 



Claims 1-5 are active and pending in the present application. All claims stand 
rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over Dong et al. (US 6,009.222). 

The Examiner asserts that Dong et al. disclose the invention substantially as 
recited in claims 1-5. However, the Examiner admits that Dong et al. do not teach: 

a) the deviation of UV photosensitivity over the core region and the inner 
cladding region is ±10% or less as recited in claims 1-3; and 

b) the deviation of UV photosensitivity over the core region and the inner 
cladding region of ±5% or less as recited in claims 4. 
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
